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LATE  FOREIGN  DEVELOPMENTS  .  .  . 

AR&ENtlNA 

The  outlook  for  the  corn  crop  continues  favorable,  according  to  reports. 
Higher  temperatures  have  stimulated  growth  recently,  and  moisture  conditions  remain 
satisfactory.    High  yields  are  anticipated  on  the  basis  of  present  prospects. 

UNITED  KINGDOM 

Winter  grains  are  reported  to  be  well  developed,  as  the  result  of  unseasonably 
mild  weather  during  January.     It  is  expected  that  spring  seeding  will  get  an  early 
start. 

CANADA 

The  Canadian  Government  has  announced  a  fixed  price  of  $2.75  per  bushel  for 
Number  1  flaxseed  from  the  1944  crop,  basis  Western  in  store  at  Fort  William-Port 
Arthur  or  Eastern  in  store  at  Montreal.     This  25-cent  increase  over  the  1943  price 
becomes  effective  August  i,  1944,  and  offsets  proposed  discontinuance  of  the  acreage 
bonus  for  wheat  land  diverted  to  flaxseed. 

ARGENTINA 

A  recent  decree  provided  that  the  Argentine  Grain  Board's  guaranteed  minimum 
price  of  12  pesos  per  100  kilograms  ($0.91  per  bushel)  for  1943-44  crop  flaxseed 
would  be  effective  only  from  December  1,  1943,  to  April  30,  1944.     The  new  decree 
provides  that  as  of  May  l,  1944,  the  Board  will  purchase  at  a  price  not  higher 
than  9.25  pesos  per  100  kilograms  ($0.70  per  bushel).     Limiting  the  application  of 
the  basic  price  of  12.00  pesos  for  new-crop  flaxseed  to  the  period  specified  will 
tend  to  bring  about  the  complete  marketing  of  the  1943-44  crop  in  those  5  months. 
In  the  meantime,  estimates  Indicate  that  some  250,000  tons  of  old-crop  flaxseed 
have  not  yet  been  sold  to  the  board  at  last  season's  guaranteed  price,  namely, 
9,25  pesos  per  100  kilograms  ($0.70  per  bushel).     These  stocks  were  held  for  specu- 
lative purposes  in  the  hope  that  the  Grain  Board  might  subsequently  raise  its  price. 
The  new  decree  practically  excludes  the  possibility  of  growers  and  traders  profiting 
by  holding  for  higher  prices. 

The  first  official  estimate  for  the  1943-44  peanut  acreage  Is  390,000  acres 
compared  with  304,000  last  season.     This  crop  is  harvested  In  April,  and  production 
is  unofficially  estimated  at  150,000  short  tons. 

CANADA 

The  Minister  of  Finance  announced  in  Parliament  on  February  16  that 
consideration  can  now  be  given  to  the  abolition  of  meat  rationing  and  meatless 
Tuesdays  in  Canada.     The  Minister  of  Agriculture  announced  at  the  same  time  that 
arrangements  had  been  made  to  purchase  additional  pork,   beef,  and  mutton  for 
Britain,  but  that  the  Immediate  problem  was  insufficient  shipping  space  to  relieve 
congested    cold-storage  facilities  in  Canada. 
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HAS  r     INDIA  SEEDS  REDUCED  WHEAT  ACREAGE     .  > 

The  area  sown  to  wheat  In  India  for  harvest  during  the.  coming  March-May  is 
placed  at  32,361,000  acres,  according  to  the  first  official  estimate.    This  compares 
with  the  revised  first  forecast  of  33,709,000  acres  and  the  final  estimate  of. 
34,298,000  acres  for  last  year.    The  current  estimate  Is  also  slightly  below  that  of 
the  past  10  years.    The  weather  In  the  Punjab  has  been  reported  as  unfavorable,  with 
a  below-normal  outturn  expected  In  that  province  unless  early  improvement  occurs. 
The  Punjab  Is  the  most  Important  wheat-producing  province,  accounting  for  about  a 
third  of  the  country's  total  wheat  crop.    Unofficial  reports  Indicate  generally 
favorable  conditions  In  other  areas,  though  rain  Is  needed  In  some  districts. 

Final  acreage  estimates  In  India,  being  based  on  fuller  returns,  are  somewhat 
higher  than  the  first  estimates,  and,  If  the  average  relationship  prevailed  this  year, 
the  final  acreage  would  be  slightly  smaller  than  last  year's  below-average  acreage. 
The  first  official  estimate  of  production  wlll.be  available  in  raid-April.  Private 
sources  forecast  the  probable  outturn  at  around  378  million  bushels. 

At  that  figure  the  crop  would  be  considerably  below  last  year's  record  harvest. 
Despite  the  large  crop  In  1943,  however,  grain  shortages  developed  in  parts  of  the 
country,  and  acute  hardship  to  urban  populations  was  reported,  especially  in  the 
Province  of  Bengal.    Shortages  were  attributed  to  Increased  wheat  needs,  to  compensate 
in  part  for  the  loss  of  the  usual  rice  Imports  from  Burma,  as  well  as  to  distribution 
problems.    India's  annual  grain  deficit  has  been  estimated  to  be  around  2.5  million 
tons.    A  large  part  of  the  grain  imported  was  normally  of  rice,  about  1.5  million  tons 
of  that  grain  coming  Into  the  country  each  year  from  Burma  prior  to  its  occupation 
by  japan.    Imports  of  wheat  from  Australia  late  In  the  season  eased  the  food  shortage 
somewhat,  and  the  situation  is  now  reported  to  be  less  acute.

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ARGENTINA'S  RICE  ACREAGE  INCREASED 


The  area  sown  to  rice  In  Argentina  this  season  Is  14  percent  larger  than  that 
of  last  year,  according  to  the  first  official  estimate.     In  the  1943-44  crop  year, 
118,000  acres  were  planted  compared  with  103,000  a  y'^ar  ago.    Sowing  was  completed  In 
November  In  the  northeastern  Provinces  of  Corrlente,  Sante  Fe,  and  Entre  Rl'os,  where 
about  two-thirds  of  the  total  crop  Is  grown,  and  was  continuing  in  the  northwestern 
Provinces  during  December.    Up  to  the  present  time,  weather  condition's  have  been 
favorable  for  growing  rice. 

During  the  last  harvesting  season,  March-April  1943,   the  rice  output  of 
4,952,000  bushels  was  below  the  record  crop  of  5,296,000  bushels  harvested  the  pre- 
ceding year,  although  the  acreage  planted  was  increased  by  20  percent.     The  decline 
in  production  was  the  result  of  low  yields  in  the  Province  of  Tucuman  caused  by 
excessive  rains,  lacfc  of  proper  irrigation,  and  the  robbing  of  rice  fields  by  birds. 

Argentine  rice  production  has  Increased  rapidly  in  the  past  few  years.  Fifteen 
years  ago  the  country  was  the  largest  importer  of  rice  in  South  America,  importing  an 
annual  average  of  141  million  pounds  during  the  5-year.perlod  1926-1930,  but  last  year 
a  comparatively  small  amount  was  exported.    Domestic  requirements  formerly  were  met 
by  large  Imports  of  rough  rice  from  Brazil  and  the  United  States.     The  rough  rice  was 
Imported  because  of  a  duty  placed  upon  the  importation  of  milled  rice  in  1932  to  pro- 
tect Argentine  rice  millers.     In  1944,  if  average  yields  are  obtained  from  larger 
acreage,  and  consumption  requirements  are  not  increased  too  greatly,  there  may  be 
some  available  for  exportation.

ARGENTINE  SUNFLOWER  ACREAGE  LARGEST  ON  RECORD  ? 

According  to  the  first  official  estimate,  Argentine  sunflower  acreage  for 
harvest  in  April  is  placed  at  3,308,000  acres,  compared  with  the  final  estimate  of 
1,665,000  acres  last  year*    -This  is  the  largest  area  ever  planted  to  sunflowers  in 
that  court try,  and  the  yield  per.  acre  is.  expected  to  be  above  average,  since  growing 
conditions,  With  a  few  minor  exceptions,  have  been'  especially  favorable.  Trade 
sources  expect  production  to  range  between  1,10  2,000  and  1,  300,000  short  tons, 
providing  an  exportable  surplus  of  175,000  to  2:30,000  tons  of  oil. 

CUBAN  VE6ETABLE  OIL  SITUATION  REMAINS  FAVORABLE 

Arrivals  of  edible  vegetable  oils  in  Cuba  during  January  consisted  of  only  a 
small  quantity  of  soybean  oil  -from  the  United  States.    Stocks"  declined  slightly  from 
9.9'  million  pounds  on  January  1  to  about  ,9  million  on  February  1.    January  arrivals 
represented  only  a  fraction  of  the  .Cuban  monthly  requirements  of  around  2  million 
pounds.    The  deficiency  was  nearly  offset,  however,  by  local  production  of  peanut 
oil.    The  yield  of  oil  from  Cuba's  1943  peanut  crop  Is  not  expected,  to  .exceed  20 
million  pounds,  which  means  that  about  5  million  pounds  of  edible  vegetable  oils  must 
be  imported  in.  1944  if  the  1943  rate  of  consumption  is  to  ;e  maintained  Imports 
of  all  Vegetable  oils  in  1943  totaled  about  18  million  pounds  (mostly  edible),  while 
production  of  peantit  Oil  from  the  1942  crop  amounted  to  10  million  pounds. 

Imports  of  lard  in  January  amounted  to  about  one-third  of  monthly  requirements 
and  local-  production  amounted,  to  750,000  pounds.    With  domestic  consumption  estimated 
at  7  million  pounds  in  January,  a  deficiency  of  around  3.7  million  pounds  In  new  sup- 
piles  was  apparent  and  had  to  .he  drawn  from  stock.  '  The  stock  position,  however,  is 
still  favorable,  as  nearly  3  months'  requirements  are  represented  in  current  stocks. 

Domestic  production  of  inedible  tallow  is  estimated  at  1. 2  million -pounds  for 
January.    This  amount,  added  to  the  small  quantity  of  stearic  acid  imported  during 
January,  represents  50  to  80. percent  of  the  industrial  fats  used  during  January  by 
soap  manufacturers.    Stocks  were  again  reported  to  be  nearing  exhaustion,  and  the 
outlook  for  additional  Imports  is  uncertain  at  the  present  time...  ,

EGYPT  IMPORTS  MORE  LEAF  TOBACCO  IN  1943 

Despite  discontinued  Imports  from  several;  countries  which  .originally  ^uppl led 
Egypt  with  leaf  tobacco  -  Greece,  Bulgaria,  China,  and  Japan'-  Egypt  has^hW been  < 
faced  With' a  seYibus  shortage' of  tobacco  supplies.    Leaf  imports  in  1943  were  about 
19  percent  above  those  of  1942,  and  Imports  of  tobacco  products,  based  on  quantities 
cleared  through  customs;  'were f aT&o  larger  than  In  the  preceding  year*    Egypt  has  no 
domestic  production  of  tobacco,  and  stocks  of  foreign  leaf,  as  of  January  1,  1944, 
though  considerably  below  normal  pre-war  stock3,  were  considered  sufficient  in  view 
of  prospective  imports.  >■■■■  . 

Imports  of  leaf  from  the  United  States  in  1943,  largely  flue-cured,  were 
considerably  below  those  of  the  preceding  year,  but.  increased  shipments  from  Turkey, 
the  principal  supplier,  more  than  offset  the  decrease  from  the  United'  States  and 
other  countries.    Small  quantities  of  leaf  were  imported  from  India,  Rhodesia,  and 
Iran.    There  were  no  arrivals  of .  cigarettes,  and  only  insignificant  arrival's  of 
pipe  tobacco  during  1943,  but  total  Imports  of  tobacco  products,  principally  with- 
drawals  from  bonded  warehouses,  were  materially  larger  than  in  1942.   "A'  shortage 
of  lmported'clgartttes  is  reported,  and  retail  prices  of  American  brands  are  now 
approximately  four  times  pre-war  prices. 

"    Although  exports  of  cigarettes-  from  Egypt  In  recent  years  have  been  sharply 
curtailed,  a  considerable  Increase  .In  domestic  consumption  has  been  more  than  suffi- 
cient to  compensate  for  the  partial  loss  of  export  trade.     Cigarette  exports  In  1943 
were  primarily  td  Palestine,  Syria,  Saudi  Arabia,,  and  the  Sudan. 

IRAQ'S  TOBACCO  PRODUCTION  MAINTAINED 

The  1943  tobacco  crop  In  Iraq  totaled  between  5.6  and  7.9  million  pounds,  or 
slightly  more  than  the  •  1942  production,     Average  production  during  the  4-year  period, 
1937-1940,  amounted  to  about  7.7  million  pounds  from  ll',600  acres.     Experiments  in 
growing  foreign  types  of  tobacco  In  Iraq  have  been  made  in  recent  years  with  a  view 
toward  Improving  the  quality  of  leaf,  but  results  have  not  been  encouraging.  Better 
methods  of  harvesting  and  curing  domestic    types,  however,  have  resulted  in  con- 
siderable improvement  in  quality. 

Supplies  of  leaf  for  the  manufacture  of  cigarettes  are  low,  and  the  improved 
types  of  tobacco  are  allocated  by  the  Tobacco  Monopoly  among  the  six  modern • cigarette 
factories,  whose  output  amounts  to  about  150,000,000  pieces  monthly.    The  old  type  of 
tobacco,  Khourda,  Is  distributed  for  use  in  hand-made  cigarettes. 

Cigarettes  from  the  United,  States  and  the  United  Kingdom  make  up  the  bulk  of 
Iraq's  tobacco  Imports.-   There  is  a  strong  demand  for  these  cigarettes,  which  sell 
for  about  80  cents  per  packet  of  20,    There  is  considerable  "In  transit"  shipment 
of  tobacco  produced  In  nearby  Middle  Eastern  countries,  but  Iraq's  exports  of 
domestic  tobacco  are  insignificant. 
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LIVESTOCK,  MEATS,  AND  WOOL  *  .  .

CANADIAN  BEEF  OUTPUT- AND  CONSUMPTION  INCREASE 

.   Present  prospects  indicate  that  Canadian  cattle  marketings  In  194.4  will  be 
sufficient  to  supply  the  market.    Beef  consumption  was  unusually  large  In  1643,  be- 
cause hog  deliveries  for  domestic  consumption  were  restricted  throughout  most  of  the 
year  (through  September).    Consequently  beef  was  substituted  to  a  large  extent  for 
pork.    Hog  deliveries  were  restricted  In  order  that  the  British  Bacon  Contract  might 
be  fulfilled.    Mutton  and  lamb  consumption  is  relatively  small  as  compared  with  beef 
and  pork.    As  soon  as  prospective  restrictions  on  domestic -distribution  of  pork  come 
into  effect,  It  is  expected  that  consumers  will  again  depend  on  beef  for  an  unusually 
large  proportion  of  their  meat. 

Cattle" slaughterings  In  the  last  quarter  of  1943  failed  to  rise  to  the  seasonal 
peak  levels  expected  on  the  basis  of  the  large- number  of  cattle,  on  farms.    The  glut 
of  hogs  at  packing  plants  In  the  late  autumn  was  partly  responsible  for  smaller  cattle 
marketings,  as  hogs  were  given  priority  over  cattle.    Therefore,  It  appears  that  there 
is  a  large  supply  of  cattle  for  market  in  the  late  winter  and  spring  months  of  1944. 


Production  objectives  for  1944  call  for  the  marketing  of.  1,177,800  head  J 


or 


an  increase  of  15.3  percent  above  actual  cattle  slaughter  in  1943     Ther    were  no 
exports  of  live  beef  cattle  in  1943,  and  none  are  believed  contemplated  In  1944.  Tbe 
goal  for  veal  calves  is  863,000  head,  an  increase  of  11.5  percent  over  actual  1943 
marketings.    The  average  weights  of  both  cattle  and  calves  are  expected  to  remain 
the  same  as  In  1943.    Average  dressed  weights  of  cattle  slaughtered  in  inspected 
plants  for  the  year  1943  were  8.8  pounds  heavier  than  in  1942  and  the  weight  of 
calves  12.8  heavier.    Cattle  weights  In  the  last  quarter  were  below  1942. 

Floor  prices  for  live  cattle,  as  determined  by  the  floor  prices  of  wholesale 
beef,  were  at  their  seasonal  low  from  September  20  to  December  IB.    Periodic  increases 
in  the  beef  floor  prices  between  December  20  and  next  May  will  provide  corresponding 
gradual  Increases  in  minimum  cattle  prices.     Since  last  May.  the  Meat  Board  throug 
Its  price-support  program,  has  been  able  to  support  live-cattle,  prices  at  the  appro- 
.  Prlate  levels  in  relation  to  beef  prices  by  purchasing  beef  for  export  to  the  united 
Kingdom.    Less  than  1  million  pounds  of  export  beef  had  been  acquired,  however,  as 
a  rfsuu  of  this  price  support  program  by  November  30,   19  43.    Total  exports  of  free* 
frozen  beef  to  all  destinations  amounted  to  only  9  million  pounds,  a  third  less  than 
n    he  corresponding  months  of  1942,  and  all  but  one  million,  pounds,  was  destined  for 
IL  oundland.    Newfoundland  placed  a  quota  on  imports  of  live  cattle  last  November 
because  it  was  found  to  be  more  economical  to  import  beef  than,  live  cattle  for 
slaughter. 

Cattle  numbers  continue  to  Increase  In  Canada.    The  belief  was  that  the 
December  1.  1943,  estimate  would  show  9.5  or  9.6  million  head  on  farms  against  8.8 

T^InspTcted  slaughter  plus  cattle  exports. 
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In  1942.    The  number  on  hand  last  June  was  9.7,  an  Increase  of  8  percent  above 

1942.  There  was  a  considerably  larger  Increase  In  beef  cattle  than  In  dairy  cattle, 
beef  cows  showing  an  Increase  of  21.2  percent  against  only  a  3. l-percent  Increase 

In  dairy  cows.    The  Increase  In  cattle  numbers  was  substantially  greater  In  the 
Western  Provinces,  where  there  was  a  gain  of  12.9  percent.     In  Ontario,  cattle, 
numbers  Increased  by  only  2.1  percent,  in  Quebec  by  7.0  percent,  and  In  the 
Maritime  provinces  by  4.8  percent. 

The  estimated  "output "  of  cattle  and  calves  for  the  year  ended  November  30, 

1943,  was  3,800,000  compared  with  3,718,000  in  the  preceding  year.    Upward  revisions 
of  nearly  100  percent  In  official  estimates  of  farm  and  local  slaughter  for  a  series 
of  recent  years  have  invalidated  all  previous  calculation  of  Canada's  cattle  and 
calf  output.    On  the  basis  of  the  revised  figures,  farm  and  local  slaughter  of  cattle 
and  calves  In  1940  was  1.2  million  head  against  0.7  million  and  total  output  3.1 
million  Instead  of  2.9  million.

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  meat  rationing  was  in  effect  in  Canada  during 
the  last  7  months  of  1943,  more. beef  moved  Into  domestic  consumption  that  year  than 
in  any  other.    Revised  figures  Indicate  that  63.1  pounds  of  beef  were  consumed  per 
capita  in  1942  against  62.5  in  1941  and  only  58.0  pounds  in  1939.    Per  capita  con- 
sumption of  veal  fell  to  10.9  pounds  in  1942  against  11,9  pounds  in  1941  and 
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11.2  pounds  In  1939.  1/  Beef  consumption  by  the  civilian  population  alone  continued 
to  Increase  through  1943.     Recent  estimates  place  the  supply  of  "beef  with  bone" 
moving  into  civilian  consumption  alone  at  70.1  pounds  per  capita  In  1943  compared 
with  59.5  pounds  in  1942.     The  supply  of  veal  moving  into  civilian  consumption,  how- 
ever, amounted  to  only  9.1  pounds  per  capita  in  1943  compared  with  10.2  pounds  in 
1942.     2/    Although  pork  consumption  decreased  approximately  3.3  pounds  in  1943,  per 
capita  consumption  of  all  meats,  Including  offal,  increased  6.2  pounds.

MORE  DETAILS  CONCERNING  CANADIAN  GOVERNMENT  HOG-PRICE  SUBSIDIES 

The  Dominion  Government  hog-price  subsidy  that  went  into  effect  January  24 
will  be  paid  at  inspected  plants  only  and  will  amount  to  S3  a  head  for  grade  A  hogs 
and  $2  a  head  for  Bl  grade.    These  Government  premiums  are  to  be  paid  In  the  form 
of  a  warrant  attached  to  the  check;  which  the  farmer  receives  from  the  packer  for 
his  hogs  and  may  be  cashed  at  the  bank  along  with  his  check. 

Within  a  few  weeks,   there  also  will  be  a  change  in  the  arrangement  under  which 
fixed  premiums  or  discounts  have  heretofore  been  paid  by  packers  for  grades  of  hogs 
above  or  below  the  basic  grade  Bl.     The  entire  system  of  price  differentials  between 
grades  is  being  revised,  and  the  system  of  fixed  premiums  or  discounts  per  head  will 
be  abandoned.     It  Is  expected,  however,  that  the  market  prices  to' prevail' under  these 
differentials  will  be  sufficiently  higher  to  reflect  across  both  Grades  A  and  Bl  in 
some  proportion  as  yet  undetermined  the  equivalent  of  the  $1  per  head  premium  custom- 
arily paid  in  past  years  for  Grade  A  hogs.    Unlike  the  new  Government  subsidies, 
however,  the  revised  price  differentials  will  not  be  limited  to  hogs  received  at 
Inspected  plants.
